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PREFACE. 

Tbx inlfodactkm of Geography into common achooh, as a regular 
branch of education, haa of late years become nearly uniyersal. 
Formerly this science was tanffht only to the higher classes, it be- 
ing thought by most teachers that the pupil must be well adyanoed 
in other branches before he could stua^ this with advantage. Ez- 
perienoe has howeyer taught, that children can learn Gwgnphj 
at a veiy early age, and hence its introduction into die younger 
classes at the present time. 

But amoiu; the books which have been published on tibia enb- 
ject, although many of them are works of great merit, there an 
none suited to the capacites of young begimien. Most of them 
begin with definitions, which, to be understood, require a degree 
of Knowledge on the subject, never possessed by the new begiimer^ 
Children, instead of being made to commit definitions to memory, 
should, as much as uossible, at the be^ning, be taui^t by means of 
the eye ; and hence tne use of maps, pictures, and diapams, in teach- 
m infimts. The map is to Geography, what orthography is to the art 
'Ofreading. The scholar must not only understand its use, but muat 
Ibave an intimate knowledge of all its parts, befinehe can undertake 
liie study of descriptive geography with advantage. When he haa 
acquired, a practical and thorough knowledge of tne map of a coun- , 
try, he has then laid the ground work for understanding its desciip- ' 
tion, and not befi>re. Suppose a child should learn by heart everv 
thing about the climate, scenery, and i>roductions of Switserland, 
lor instance, and suppose him to be intimate with die names of all 
■its mountains, lakes, and Ibrests, how much knowledge of the ge- 
ography of that country would he possess ? It is obvious that wuh- 
out knovring also the relative situation of these mountains, lakes, 

..and forests, in respect to each other, together with their distances 
and bearinss, such knowledge never could be applied to any prac- 

'■ tical use. The map, then, ought to be the first lesson in geography, 
for by its means, the child can locate his ideas, and can see, at a 
single glance, the situation of the places, the names of which he 
learns. 

Having been for a number of years occupied in the instruction 
of youth, and principally in the science of Geography, I have, in 
conunon with otben, long regretted that no work well adapted to 
the instruction of youth on this subject could be obtained, vnd my 
excuse ifor ofiEering the present vekune to the public is founded on 
that fiict A. jmi^toaZ knowledge of geography, instead of re<)uir- 
ing yeaiB, I am taught by experience to beneve, may be obtamed 
in a few months ; uid I cannot but hope that others will find this 
opinion well founded . 

In preparing this woik, I have endeavored to adapt it to the 
natural progress of the youthful mind. Instead of introducing th« 
beginner at once into Astnmomical Geography, and requiring him 
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to spend weeks in learning definitions, aild the descHption of th0 
heavenly bodies, 1 have commenced with the town m which he 
livee. From the town, the sphere of his obserTation is extended 
to the countT, and from the county to the state, &.c. This I am 
confident wiU be found not only the natural, but the philosophi- 
cal method of teachinj^ Geography : for on all subjects, the learn- 
er must make himselfmaster or simple things, before he can un- 
derstand those which are complex. 

In the present instance, the pupil begins with confidence and 
alacrity, because he not only knows sometning about his own town, 
but the subject itself is highly interesting to him. From these 
simple descriptions, the pupil is gradually led on, by a series of the 
plainest and most important questions, to a knowledfre of the grand 
divisions of the globe. When he has become familiar with these 
divisions, and can without hesitation point them out on the map, he 
is qualified to commence the Second part. In this part, after a 
few general observations on the divisions, he isrequirea to learn on 
the map, the boundaries, names of rivers, towns, &>c. and then he 
commences with a description of the several countries whidi it 
contains. In every department of description, great care has been 
taken to select what is most important for the pupil to know, and 
to commit to memory, and to reject whatever is of little use; for 
experience has taught me that long descriptions, however judi- 
ciously arranged, do not fail to tire and discourase the young pu- 
pil. Some of the more prominent features of the country are 
therefore all that should be required of the beginner. 

This work will be found to possess some peculiarities. The use 
«f inKial letters, in particular, I consider of much consequence in 
enabling the pupil to determine the correct answers ; so that it is 
believed in going through the entire work, he will seldom require 
any assistance from his teacher. 

The Tfurdpart treats of Latitude and Longitude ; and perhaps 
tto part of the work is of more importance than this, and particu- 
larly as most books of this kind are deficient in this respect. 

llie Fburih part contains an introduction to Astronomy and 
Physical Geography, together with problems on the Globes, and 
a Table of Latitude and Longitude of all the principal plaoe» on 
the earth. 

The numerous tables which the work contains, it is hoped will 
be found useful and correct. Some of them have been copied 
with little variation from Morse and Malte Brun, and others have' 
been arranged with much care and considerable labor, ezpressfy 
for the work. 

In giving this little volume to the public, I cannot but entertain 
the hope, that I shall contribute in some degree to oar improved 
method of teaching a science so necessary and popular as that of 
Geoffraphy. But how far I shall have the satisfaction of seeing 
this hope realized, the public must determine.

A. It is a vast extent of land not separated by 
water ; as America.

What is the northern part of it called ? What is the south*

Q. What is an Island^ 

A. It is a portion of land surrounded by water ; 
as Iceland, Cuba, New Holland, Borneo, &c. 

Did youjBver see an Island f 
Q. What is a Peninsula ? 

- A. It is a portion of land almost surrounded 
by water ; as South America, A&ica, the Morea 
in Greece, &c. 

Can you show "me South America f Is it entirely sur- 
rounded by water f What is the narrow neck of land called 
which connects it with North America ? 

Q. What is an Isthmus ? 

A. It is a neck of land, which joins a peninsula 
to a continent, or unites two parts of a continent ; 
as the Isthmus of Darien, Istnmus of Suez, &c. 

Can you tell me where the Isthmus of Darien is f . What 
does it unite ? What body of water is north of the Isthmus 
of Darien ? What body of water is south of it ? 

Q. What is a Capo ? 

A. It is a point of land extending into the sea; 
as Cape Horn, Cape of Good Hope, Cape Cod. 

Can you show me a Cape on the map ? 
Q. What is a Promontory ? 

A. It is a high point of land extending into the

A. It is a vast elevation of land : as the Andes, 
Alps, White Mountains. 

[when the land risee to a small height, it is called a Hill. 
Spaces between mountains, or between hills, are called Val- 
lies. Level portions of land are called Plains.] Did you ev- 
er see a Mountain 1 Did you over see a Hill 7 Can there 
be a Valley on the top of a Mountain? Why 7 Can there 
be a Plain on the side of a Mountain or Hill ? 

Q. What is a Volcano 7 

A. It is a mountain that sends forth fire and 
smoke from its top ; as Mount Etna, Vesuvius, 
Hecla. 

[The opening on the top of the mountain is called the cra- 
ter. When fire and smoke burst forth, it is called an erup- 
tion. The melted matter which is thrown out of a volcano 
is called Lava.] 

What would you call a burning mountain ? 

Q. What is a Shore, or Coast? 

A. It is the edge of land bordering on a sea, 
lake, or river ; as the coast of Guinea, &c. 

Did you ever see a Shore or Coast ? 
Q. What is a Desert 7 

A. It is a vast sandy plain destitute of vegeta- 
tion ; as the Sahara, or Great Desert, iii the north- 
em part of Africa. 

[Sometimes the word Desert is applied to an uneven tract 
of country, which has streams of water, and produces a few 
small trees ; but has a soil incapable of being rendered pro- 
ductive by cultivation ; as the great American Desert.] 

Are Deserts thickly inhabited? Why not 7 Have they 
Urge rivers, trees, &c. ? 

[The Sahara, or Great Desert, contains a few fertile rpots 
and springs of water.] 
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NATURAL DIVISIONS OF WATER. 

Q. How is tho Water divided 7 

A. Into Oceans, Seas, Archipelagoes,* Gulfs 
or Bays, Lakes, Straits, Channels, Sounds, Riv- 
ers, Firths or Friths, Harbors, and Roads. 

Q. What is an Ocean? 

A. It is a vast collection of salt water, not sepa- 
rated by land ; as the Atlantic, Pacific, Indian 
ocean. 

Did yoa ever see the Atlantic ocean ? How do people go 
across an ocean ? Can yon show me the Atlantic ocean, on 
the map of the World ? The Pacific? Indian ocean ? 

Q. WhatisaSea? 

A. It is a large collection of salt water, mostiv 
surrounded by land ; as the Mediterranean, Bal- 
tic, Black Sea. 

Which is the larffeet, an Ocean or a Sea ? 
Q. What is an Archipelago ? 

A. It is a sea interspersed with numerous isl- 
ands ; as the Grecian Archipelago, east of Greece, 
Archipelago of Chonos, west of Patagonia. 

If a large Bea contain two or three island?, would you call 
it an Archipelago? Why not? If you should find a sea 
nearlyfullof islands, what would you call it? - 

Q. What is a Gulf, or Bay? 

A. A part of the sea extending into the land ; 
as the Gulf of Mexico, Baffin's Bay, &c. 

[Small bays are called Creeks, Coves, Hayens, Harhors, 
&c.] 

Did you ever see a Bay ? Can you show me a Bay or Gulf 
on the iVIap? Is the water of a Gulf or Bay salt or fresh? 
Why? 

Q. What is a Lake? 

A. It is a collection of fresh water surrounded 
by land ; as Lake Superior, Erie, Ontario, Lado- 

"* Pronounced Ar-ke-pel-a-goes. 
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[S«lt lakes aro called Seas, as the Caspian Sea, Aral Sea. 
Small lakes are called Ponds.] 

Haye you ever seen a Lake f Have you ever seen a Pond? 
How do the waters of the Caspian sea differ from those of 
Lake Superior ? 

Q. What is a Strait? 

A. It IS a narrow passage of water leading 
into some sea, gulf or bay; as the Strait of Gib- 
raltar, Bhering's Strait, Davis' Strait, &c. 

Can you show me a Strait on the map ? 
Q. What is a Channel? 

A. It is a passage of water wider than a Strait : 
as the English Channel, St. George's Channel, 
&c. 

What is the difference between, a Strait and a Channel ' 
Q. What is a Sound? 

A. It is a strait so shallow that its depth may 
be measured with n lead and line ; as Long Isl- 
and Sound, Albemarle Sound, PaniJico Sound. 

1 r Long Island Sound were so deep that its depth could 
i^ot bi; measured, or sounded, with a lead and lino, what 
would you call it ? Why ? 

Q. What is a River? 

A. It is a large stream of water, formed by 
numerous branches, flowing from mountains or 
high land into an ocean, sea, lake, gulf, or bay ; 
as the Connecticut, Hudson, Volga, &c. 

[The place where a rirer rites, is called its source or head, 
the place where it empiiejtf its ntemih. Small streams are call- 
ed brooks, rivulets, riils, creeks, &c.] 

Did you ever see a River ? . .Is the water of a River fresh 
or salt ? 

Q. What is a Firth or Frith .? 

A, It is the widening of a river .towards its 
mouth into an arm -of the sea, as the Pirth of 
Forth, Murray Firth,* in Scotland, &e. 

€an you show me a Firth or Frith ? 
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Q. What ifi a Harbor, or Haven ? 

A. It is a small part of the sea almost sur- 
rounded by land, where ships may lie in safety ; 
as Boston Harbor, New York Harbor, New Lon- 
don Harbor, &c. 

Are there any Harbors in the middle of the ocean ? Why 
not? What would you call a small Bay, where ships can lie 
in safety during storms and tempests? 

Q. What is a Road ? 

A. It is a place where ships may lie at anchor 
at some distance from the shore ; as Hampton 
Roads at the mouth of James River in Virginia. 

Are our roads here^ the same as those Roads where ships lid 
at anchor ? Why not ? Can you explain ta me the differ- 
ence ? 



Q. What is a Canal? 

A. It is an artificial channel filled with water, 
to afford dn easy, speedy and cheap conveyance 
of goods, &c., in boats and vessels, from one part 
of a countiy to another ; as the Grand Western 
Canal, Middlesex Canal, Farmington Can|||. 

Did you ever see a Canal ? Is a Canal the same..as a riirer 7 
What is the difference between a Canal and a RiVer ? 

EXPLANATIONS HBCESSARY TO THE USE OF UAP8. 

Q. What names are applied to the earth ? \ 

A. The Earth, on which we live, is called t^e 
Globe, the World, the Sphere, &c. ! 

Q. What is a Hemisphere ? 

A. It is half a globe, or half of the Earth. 

Can you show me a Hemisphere on the map^ of the world ? 
How much of the Earth does that exhibit a view of? Can 
you show me another Hemisphere ? Which is the Eastern 
Hemisphere? Which the Western? 

[When the Earth is divided into iwo equal parts from pole 
to pole, these parts are called the Eastern and Western 
Hemispheres, as you will see by looking on the iiiap of th« 
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world. If the earth is divided into two equal parts froitf 
East to West at the Eqaator, — they are called Northern and 
Southern Hemispheres, as you will perceive by examining 
the map of the world, exhibiting the Northern and Southern 
Hemispheres. Will you show me the map of the world ? 
How many Hemispheres are there on it ? What is a Hemi- 
sphere f Which is the Eastetn Hemisphere ? Wliich is 
the Western Hemisphere P What do both Hemispheres ex. 
htbit a view of ? Show me the Northern and Southern Hem- 
tspheres. Which is the Northern Hemisphere? Which is 
the Southern hemisphere ? What do these Hemispheres ex* 
hibit a view of? 

Q. What is the Equator or Equinoctial line ? 

A. It is an imaginary line drawn round the 
earth, at an equal distance from each pole. 

Can you show me the Equator on the map of the world ? 
Mow much farther is it from the Equator to the North Pole, 
than to the South Pole ? Why ? 

[This line or circle^ is called the Equator or Equimktud 
liruy because when the sun is on it, the days and nights are 
of equal length, to all the inhabitants of the earth.] 

Q. What are the Tropics ? 

A. They are circles drieiwn parallel* to the 
Equator, at the distance of twenty-three and a 
half degrees jiorth and south of it. 

[The circle north of the Equator is called the Tropic of 
Cancer ; the one south of the Equator, the Tropic of Capri- 
corn.] 

Can you show me the Tropic of Cancter? The Tropic Of 
Capricorn ? Which of the Tropics is nearest to the Eqti&* 
tor? Why? 

[The word Tropic signifies a return, becatlse when the sun 
is on either of thes^e lines, it appears to istop, and retrace its 
steps. The Tropics show the sun's limits north and south 
of the equator. On the 21st of March, the sun crosses the 
equator, and arrives at the Tropic of Cancer, on the 21st 
of June, which is called the Summer Solstice. It then 

* Parallel, a line which is equally dista&t from anoflser 
line, throughout its whole length.

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returnB gradually towards the eq^aator, which it crosses on 
the 21st of September, and arrives at the Tropic of Capri- 
corn on tlie 21st of December, which is called the Winter 
Solstice. When the sun crosses the equator on the 21st of 
March, it is called the F'emal Equinox ; when it crosses it 
on the 21st of September, it is called the AiUumndL Equi^ 
nox» From the 2l8t of March to the 2 1st of September, you 
will perceive that the sun is north of the equator, and our 
days are more than 12 hours long ; and from the 2lRt of Sep- 
tember to the 21st of March, the sun is south of the equa- 
tor, and our days are lets than 12 hours long. . Is the sun 
north or toiUh of the equator to-day? lit the sun coming to> 
wards us to-day , or going from us ? Is to-day more^ or less ' 
than 12 hours long ? Which are the longest naw, the days 
or the nights ?] 

Q. What are the Polar Circles ? 

A. They are circles drawn pasallel to the 
tropics, at the distance of twenty-three and a 
hajjf degrees from the poles. 

Can you show me the Arctic Circle on the map of the 
world ? Csp you show me the Antarctic Circle? Which of 
these circles is nearest the equator ? 

[On the 2l8t of June, when the' sun is at the tropic of Can- 
cer, all of that part of the earth north of the Arctic Circle has 
constant day, and that part south of the Antarctic CiTole has 
constant night. The reverse of this takes place when the 
■on is at the tropic of Capricorn on the 2 1st of December.] 

Do the Equator, Tropics, and Polar Circles extend north 
and totUh^ or east and west ? Do you see other lines besides 
ihese^ that extend east and loest? How many are there north 
of the equator ? How many south of the equator ? These 
lines are called Parallels op Latitude. 

Q. What are Parallels of Latitude ? 

A. They are circles or lines that pass round 
the globe parallel to the equator.

Between the /r0p«c#f Cancer • 
and the tropic of Capricorn ^ Do you see any lines on the 
map that extend north and south ? These lines are called 
Meridians. 

Q. What are Meridians?

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A. They are circles passing from pole to pole, 
cutting the equator at right angles. 

[^Meridian ie derived from a Latin word, which signifiea 
mid- day or noon. These lines are called meridiant becwisa 
as the eartli turns towards the sun in its diumed or daily mO' 
iiany all places through which the same meridian passes, have 
noon or mid'day at the same time.]

Q. What is the use of the different Lines or Circles on the 
Map 7 

A. To point out the situation of places, and 
show the effect of the earth's motions. 

Q. Why are the Parallels and Meridians curved on the 

Map? 

A. To represent circles on the globe. 

LATITUDE AND LONGITUDE. 
Q: What is Latitude ? 

A. It is distance from the equator, either north 
or south. 

[Places that are under the equator have no latitude^ All 
places north of the equator, are in north latitude ; all placet 
south of the equator are in south latitude.] 

Do yofi live norlh^ or touUi of the equator ? Are we in 
norths or south latitude ? Can you point with your hand to- 
wards the equator? Can you show a place on the map of the 
WoVld that is in south latitude ? Why is it in south latitude ? 

Do we ever say a place is in east latitude or west latitude ? 
Why not ? 

Q. What is Longitude ? 

A. It is distance from any given meridian, 
either e€tst or tvest. 

Q. How is Latitude and Longitude reckoned ? 

A. In degrees, minutes, and seconds. 

Q. How many miles make a degree ? 

A. Sixty geographic miles, — or sixty-nine and 
a half English miles. 

[If you know the number of degrees between any two pla-

ces, by multiplyingf them by sixty-nine and a half, you will 
liave the distance in English miles.] 

How many degrees is it from tlie Equator to the first par. 
allel of latitude north of it ? If it is ten degreet, how many 
English miles is it ? How many geographic miles ? How 
many English miles in two degrees ? In four degrees ? 

[At the equator a degree rf longitude is as long as a degree 
of latUtide ; but as you go from the equator, either north or 
souths the degrees of longitude become shorter and shorter, 
till at the poles they terminate at a point, as you will see by 
examining the map of the world. A degree of latitude is a» 
long at the poles as at the equator.] 

ZONES. 
Q. What are Zones? 

A. They are divisions of the earth's surface, 
made by the tropics and polar circles, 

[The word sone signifies a belt or girdle ; and these divi- 
Bions are called sones^ because they encompass the earth like 
a girdle.'] 

Q. How many Zones are there ? 

A. There are five zones — one torrid j — tioo tem- 
peratCy — and two frigid zones, 

Q. What part of the earth's surface doeathe Torrid Zona 
embrace ? 

A. That part of it which lies ^between the 
Tropic of Cancer and the Tropic of Capricorn. 

[This zone is called torrid^ or burning zone, because of the 
great and continued heat of the sun, which passes over it 
twice during the year.] 

In the Torrid Zone there are but two secuont, the wet and 
dry. During the wet tecuon, it rains almost constantly for 
six months ; — and during^ the other six month?; it seldom 
rains. There is no ^mg or autumn. The dry season is 
termed summer, — and the wet season winter. 

The Torrid Zone is drotinguished for its productions, both 
animal and vee^elable. Among the animals found in the Tor- 
rid Zone, the most remarkable are the elephant, rhinoceros, 
lion, tiger, leopard, hyena, crocodile, — the camel, zebm, ante- 
lope., lama, ice. Serpents and insects of enormous size abounj] 
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in the Torrid Zone, many kinds of which are extreimely ven- 
omoas. 

Among the vegetable producttone of the Torrid Zone, the 
most noted are tea^ coffee^ tugur^eane^ bread-fruit^ oranges^ 
spices^ gums^ ice. 

The forests are clothed with a perpetual green, and many 
of the trees grow to a larger siie than those of any other 
part of the i^obe. 

The inhabitants of the Torrid Zone are distingaished for 
the blackness of their skins, and for their feebleness, both of 
body and mind.

Between what two circles or lines does it lie 7 Can 
you tell me how niany degrees wide the Torrid Zone is ? Do 
you live in the Torrid Zone ?

Q. What part of the earth's surface do the Temperate 
Zones embraee 7 

A. Those parts which lie between the Tropics 
and Polar Circles. 

[The Zone which lies between the Tropic of Cancer and' 
the Arctic circle is called the Noeth TinpiaATS Zonk ; and^ 
the one lying between the Tropic of Capricorn and the An- 
tarctic circle, the South Timfieatc Zone. These Zones' 
are called Temperatey because they are situated between the' 
two extremes of heat and cold, which renders the air tempe- 
rate and salubrious J 

In the Temperate Zones there are four seasons ^ viz. Spring^^ 
Sitmmery w^ittimm, and Winter. 

The vegetable productions of the Temperate Zones are not 
so numerous or luxuriant as those of the Torrid Zone ; the 
principal are grains^ of different kinds, eottvnt applet^ pearif 
peaeheiy hiUty vinei^ grattes^ and a great Tariety of plants. 

The animals of tiie Temperate Zones are' less numerous 
and ferocious than those of the Torrid Zone. The most 
noted among them, are 6ear#, trdZew, pantherty/oxtty bitonty 
deer^ elkty ice. . But they abound with animals which are use- 
fbl for food or labor, as the horte^ the o;r, the iA«<v, the mti/e. 

The inhabitants of the Temperate Zones have fair eomplez*-

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ions, and are distingnished for stpength, both of body and 
mind, and for industry, intelligence and enterprise.

Q. What part of the earth's surface do the Frigid Zones

A. Those parts which lie between the polar 
circles and the poles. 

[These are called Frigid, or Frozen Zones, because the 
cold is so severe, that nearly the whole of these regions ie 
cevered with perpetual snow and ice.]

A. In 1492, by Christopher Colunibus,* under 
the patronage of Ferdinand and Isabella, king 
and queen o( Spain. 

Tlie discovery of America by Columbusi excited a spirit of 
enterprise unknown and unfelt at any time before ; and 
drew adventurers from all parts of Europe. In 1497, John 
Cabot, and his son Sebastian, natives of Venice, in the ser- 
vice of Henry VII, king of England, discovered North Amerh 
ca, and explored the coast from Newfoundland to Florida. 
In 1499, Americus Vespucius, a native of Florence, discov- 
ered the continent at Paria, near the mouth of the Orinoco. 
On his return to Europe, he published an account of his voy- 
age, and acquired the undeserved honor of giving his name to 
this continent. In a short time the whole continent was dis. 
covered, and settlements made in various parts of it, by dif- 
ferent nations of Europe. South America and the Southern 
part of North America, were peopled by colonies from Spain 
and Portugal ; the eastern part of North America by colonies 
from England, France, and Holland. America at the time of 
its discovery, was inhabited by a rude, barbarous, and war. 
like people, whom Columbus and his- followers named In- 
dians. They considered the Spaniardr as a superior race of 
beings, and treated them with all the kindness and hospitali- 
ty of which native innocence is capable. But their kind- 

* Columbus was born at Genoa in 1447. From long and close 
application to the atudy of Geography, he became fully convinced 
that there was a new continent in the west. To determine this 
point, he resolved on a voyap^e of discovery. He first applied to 
the government of Genoa for assistance, but without success | he 
next applied to tibe government of Portugal, but his apphcations 
were hera rraected ; he next applied to Ferdinand and Isabella, the 
sovereigns or Castile and Arragon, who furnished him with three 
small vessels and 90 mem He sailed from Palos in Spain, the 3d of 
August, 149!^ and discovered San Salvador, the moat easterly of 
the Bahama Isles, Oct. 12th, 1492. He made four Voyages ordis- 
coveiy to this continent, and died at Valladolid in 1506, aged 59.

They are faithful and generous to their friends, 
but cruel and implacable to their enemies. Their 
principal employment is hunting, fishing, and war. 

Respecting the northern part of North America, nothing 
is known with any degree of certainty. Daring a few years 
past, several attempts have been made to sail round tEe 
northern part of North America, into the Pacific, or in other 
words, to find a northwest passage ; all of which have beea 
unsuccessful. Capt. Parry, having entered Barrow's strait,, 
sailed to the 106<^ W. longitude, where he discovered a large 
island, which he named Melville, but was unable to proceed 
farther, on account of ice. Mackenzie, Heame, Franklin, 
and others* have attempted to explore this region by iand 
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but none htve been able to penetrate these fearful abodes of 
perpetual ice and snow*

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UNITED STATES. 



ComtetOion at Philadtlphia, in 1787. 

The United States are the most interesting 
^nd important division of the western continent ; 
and are distinguished for the excellence of their 
government, — the rapid increase of the popula- 
tion, — and for the intelligence, industry, and en- 
ferprise of the inhabitants. 

In extent of territory, the United States rank 
among the first political divisions of the globe. 
They are 3000 miles in length from east to west, 
and 1700 miles in breadth, from north to south ; 
embracing almost every variety of climate, sur- 
hce, soil, and production. 

The commerce of the United Sta^s ranks 
next to Great Britain. It extends to all . nations, 
and to every clime^ The chief articles of export, 
are cotton, tobacco, wheat, flour, nee, fish, aaheS, 
lumber, and naval stores. The chief articles of 
import, are woollens, cottons, silks, teas, coffee, 
sugar, S(»rits, spices and wines. In 1831, the 
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foreign and domestic exports amounted to 80,- 
372,566 dollars ; the imports to 97,032,858 dol- 
lars, 

HisTOAT. — The United States were settled principally by 
emigrants from Great Britain. They are all included with, 
in the English patent, and claimed by the English crown. 
They were styled ** British colonies in North America,'* and 
remained in subjection to the English govemment till 1775. 

From th'e iiriSt Settlement of this country, the English gov. 
ernment treated the inhabitants of thede colonies as a distinct 
and subordinate class of subjects, and considered their inter- 
est entirely subservient to the aggrandizement and prosperity 
of the mother country i and after the conquest of Canada, they 
began to exercise an undue authority over them, and to inter- 
fere in their civil concerns in a manner which excited the 
most serious alarm. 

The English govemment claimed the right of taxing the 
o^nies, although the]^ allowed them no participation in their 
legislative councils. The colonies denied this right, and con- 
tended that ** taxation and representation were inseparable ; 
and' that they could not be safe if their property could be taken 
from them without their consent.*' 

After various oppressive acts on the part of the English go- 
vernment, the colonists resolved to support their rights by 
force of arms. The first battle was fought at Lexington, on the 
19fh of April, 1775. In 1776, they declared themselves free 
and independent, under the name of** The United States ok 
America.** In ] 783, January 20th, peace was settled between 
the two nations, — when Great Britain acknowle'dged the Uni. 
ted States to be /ree, aovereigrit and independent. 

In May, 1787, a Convention of delegates from the several 
states met at Philadelphia, for the purpose of forming a con. 
stitution adequate to the exigencies of govemment, and the 
preservation of the Union. George Washington was unani. 
movsiy elected President of this body of illustrious statesmen ; 
and after four months deliberation, they agreed upon a consti- 
tution, which was adopted by the several states in 1789, and 
has- been ifae source of unexampled prosperity. 

GovitfkNMENT. — ^The govemment of the United States is a 
federal republic ; formed by the union of the several statee^ 
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for the purpose of mutual safety and defence, under the gene- 
ral power of a Congresp. 

[Each state is independent, with distinct laws for itself, and 
has the exclusive control of all local eoncenu .* but the defence 
of the country, the regulation of commerce, and all the general 
intereeU of the confederacy, are committed by the constitutioA 
o^ the United States to a general government.] 

The laws of the United States are made by a Congress, 
which consists of a Senate and House of Representatives, and 
is termed the Ugielatwe power. 

The laws are executed by a President-; who is assisted hy 
the Secretary of State, the Secretary of War, of the Navy, 
and of the Treasury, and is called the exeeutioe power* 

The President is chosen for four years, by delegates elected 
for that purj^ose by the people^ and equai in number for each 
state, to the members it sends to Congress. 

The Vice President is chosen in the same manner, and for 
the same length of time. 

The Senate consists of two members from each state, cho. 
sen by the legislatures thereof for six years. 

The Repreoeniatwes are chosen for two years, by the peo. 
pie of each state, according to their population : 47,700 inha- 
bitnnts being entitled to one Representative. 

The Feda-al Judiciary is the power which explains and ap- 
plies the laws, tsnd is independent of the legislature. It con- 
sists of a supreme court held at Washington, and a district 
court in each state. « The Judges of the supreme court of the 
United States, and the inferior officers of gov^emment, are ap- 
pointed by the President, with the approbation of the Senate.

United States thMre is no established form of religion ; every^ 
individual is left to the free enjoyment of hie own religionr' 
and is at liberty^ to worship God agreeably to the dictates of 
his own conseiea'ce. The inhabitants are divided into a great 
variety of sects, the principal of which are Congregationalists, 
Presbyterians, Episcepalians, Baptists, Methodists, German 
Luther-ans, Unitarians, and Friends. ^

Nbw England, embracing the eiz states east 
of the Hudson, is the most thickly peopled and 
commercial section of the Union. 

The climate is various, and subject to great ex- 
tremes of heat and cold, but is remarkably healthy. 

Except the parts bordering on the coast, the 
Eastern States nave generally an uneven surface. 

The tvro principal ranges of mountains are the 
White mountains, in New Hampshire, and Green 
mountains, in Vermont. Mount Washington, 
the most elevated summit of the White Moun- 
tains, is 6,634 feet high ; being the highest land 
in the United States. 
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The soil is various ; near the rivers it is general- 
ly fertile ; but in most parts it is better adapted 
to pasturage than tillage. 

The most important productions ,are grass^ 
Indian com^ rycj oaU, harleyy jlax^ and various 
kinds of fruit. 

The principal mamifactUFes are cotton and 
iDooOen goocb^ haU^ shoe*^ troBf and tin xgare^ 

The principal exports, in additioa to those 
above mentioned, aie tiniberypat w^peaofi-^Mthes^ 
and fish. 

New England is distinguished for its excellent 
system of educaticm. Common Schools are es- 
tablished and supported by law, in every town, 
except in the state of Rhode Island ; thus afford- 
ing the means of a common education to all class- 
es of society. 

The people of New England are intelligent, 
moral, industrious, and enterprising.

Wheat is the most 
important production ; but rye, oats-, barlep, In- 
dian com, buck-wkeat, beans, Jlax, and hemp, are 
extensively cultivated. The climate is adapted 
to the growth of various kinds of excellent fruit ; 
apples, pears, and peaches are produced in abun- 
aance. 
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In the alate oFNew lork great attention bu been given to 
education. Common ecbooli are eitablUhed and lopportsd 
' by law in ererf town, and ample proTirion is made for the 

education of all ctanes of Kicietj. Beaidea Ibe common 
•chooU, there are about one hnndred academies and bigh 
Hchoola. All the public literary inititutioaB of New Toikara 
united in one bod;, under the nune ofthe Univenit;, and 
are under the* superintendence of a body of literary men, call- 
ed " the BegonlB ofthe Univeriity of New York." In Penn- 
' ijlvania, considerable hae been done for the eaUbliBhrnentand 
' aopport of common schaob. and many puU of the state an 
well Bupplied with IhemeaDS of elementary iilBtruction.

Toirm.-r-ALBANT is finely situated on the Hudson, 160 
miles north of the city of New York, at the point where the 
Champlain and Erie canals unite with the Hudson. 

New York is situated on the southern point of Manhattan 
island.

The Southern Stales, in extent of territory, far

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distinguis^d for their valuable productions, nu- 
merous slaves, and for the amount of thcnr ex- 
ports. 

The eastern part of the Southern States^ va- 
rying from 60 to i200 miles in breadth, is a low, 
sandy plain, and generally barren, except on the 
rivers and sounds. The interior is hilly and moun- 
tainous, and has a rich and fertile soil. The cli- 
mate, in the eastern part, is warm and unhealthy ; 
in the interior it is mild and salubrious. 

Wheatftobacco, and Indian com are the princi- 
pal productions in the northern part ; rice, cotton^ 
and sugar in the southern ; and pitchy tar, turpen^ 
tine and lumber in the eastern part. 

The easiem part, or low country, is inhabited principally 
by planters, wlio live on large plantations, at a considerable 
distance from each other, and have many slaves. Thdtn/«- 
rt0r and tceitern parts are inhabited by farmers, who have few 
slaves and small estates, depending principally on their own 
labor for support. 

The higher classes in the Southern States are well inform- 
ed, polite asid hospitable ; but the lower^classesare rude and 
extremely ignorant. The slaves perform most of the labor of 
the Southern States, and form nearly half the jMpulation.

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The climate near the coast is hot and unhealthy 
in the summer ; in the interior and western paits 
it is cool and salubrious. 

Wheats tobacco^ and corn, are the most valuable 
productions, and are important articles of com- 
merce. 

The Natural Bridge over Cedar Creek, is one of the great- 
est natural curiosities in the world. It is about 100 feet in 
length, 60 feet wide, and 250 feet aUoye the surface of the 
water. 

Towns, — Richmond is pleasantly situated at the Fails on 
James river, 150 miles from its mouth. It is well situated 
for trade, and has a considerable share of commerce. 

Norfolk is situated on Elizabeth river, 8 miles from its en- 
trance into Hampton RoAds. Its harbor is good, and it has 
more foreign commerce than any other town in the state. 

Torktown, situated on York river, 1 1 miles from its mouth, 
is famous for the capture of Lord Cornwaliis and hia army, 
19ih of October, 1781. 

Mount Vernon is situated on the Potomac, 9 miles below 
Alexandria. It is memorable for having been the residence 
of Gen. Washington.

The Western States are distinguished for their 
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mild climate, fertile soil, extensive prairies,''^ and 
for the rapid increase of their population. They 
are generally level, except in the eastern part of 
Tennessee and Kentucky. 

The principal productions are wheat and 
maize in the northern part ; cotton^ hemp, and to- 
bacco in the middle ; and rice, cotton^ and sugar 
in the southern part. 

Fossil coal is found in vcu*ious parts ; and there 
are numerous salt springs, from which salt is 
manufactured in large quantities. 

The woods and forests abound in wild animals,.' 
and the rivers are well stored with fish. 

These statea are not generally supplied with common 
schools ; bat provisions haye recently been made for their 
establishment in almost every town. 

Numerous remains of fortifications and mounds of earth 
are found in various parts of the Western States. The con- 
struction of these, shows that they were built by men accus- 
tomed to labor, and t^ho possessed considerable knowledge 
in the business of fortifications. They must have been erect- 
ed at a remote period, as trees several hundred years old are 
often seen growing upon them. When and by whom they 
were erected is entirely unknown. 

LOUISIANA.

Louisiana is one of the most level and fertile 
states in the Union. The southern part around 
the mouth of the Mississippi, for 30 or 40 miles, 
is one continued swamp^ covered only with a

Tennessee is one of the most healthful, pleas- 
ant, and beautiful states in the Union. 

The Cumberland mountains divide the state 
into two parts. The eastern part is mountainous ; 
the western is generally level. 

It has a rich and fertile soil, especially on the 
rivers; and a mild and healthy climate. The 
spring is about six weeks earlier here than in New 
England. 

The prjjicipal productions are cotton^ tobacco^ 
wheats nemp, and maize. 

Towns, — Nashville is situated on the Cumberland river, 
in thft midst of a populous and fertile country. It is the lar- 
gest and most flourishing town in the state. 

Knoxville, the principal town in the eastern part of Ten- 
nessee, is situated on the Holston, 22 miles above its junction 
with the Tennessee river.

■ The southeastern part of Kentucky is moan- 
tainous ; the northern is broken and hilly ; the 
remainder is mostly level. The climate is mild 
and healthy, and the soil is rich and fertile. 

The principal productions are wheal, maize, 
tobacco, and hemp. Apples und peaches are 
abundant. 

There are numerous soil springsin this state 
from which are manufactured large quantities of 
sad. 

Nearly the whole of Kentuckj rests on a bed of iimo stone, 
tix or eight feet below the laifaco. Through the npertures 
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in thislimewStone, streams frequently sink into tbe earth and 
entirely disappear. 

There are many remains of ancient fortifications and 
mounds in this state; and in Big Bone valley, 29 miles S. W« 
of Newport, have been discovered many bones of the Mam* 
moth of an enormous size. 

There are numerous caves in Kentucky ; one called Mon- 
mouth cave, near Green river, has been explored to the dis- 
tance of 10 miles. From the earth at the bottom of these 
caves, are manufactured large quantities of saltpetre. 

Towns. — Frankvort is situated on the Kentucky river, 60 
miles from its moutlu It is a pleasant and beautiful town. 

Lexington is situated on a small branch of the Elk.horn 
river, 22 miles S. £. of Frankfort, in tlie most fertile part of 
the state. It is distinguished for the rapid increase of its 
population, its extensive manufactures, and for the politeness 
and hospitality of its inhabitants. 

Louisville is situated on the Ohio river, nearly west of 
Frankfort. It is the most flourishing, populous, and com- 
mercial town in the state.

a^ governed by a provisional legislature, and a Governor, 
who' is. appointed by the President of the United States.

There are three territories of this 
description; vie. JFHo^ida, Michigan, and Arkansas. The 
second kind indodjss those tracts of country, over which the 
United States claim the right of sovereignty, though inhabi- 
ted only by Indians. There are three of this kind, viz. 
North West Territel-y, Missouri Territory, and Oregon Ter- 
ritory.

They are, in 
generai, of a l^rga size, of a robust ftame, and a well propor- 
tioned figure, free Horn defects of organization, and are db> 
tiaguished for bravery and native eloquence.

Of all the independent tribes in the territories of tbeUnit^

are divided into several tribes, and are the terror of the sav- 
age hordes, ftom the river St. Peter's tu the mouth of the 
Mississippi. ' 

The principal tribes within the United States are the 
Chickasaws, Choctaws, Cherokees, . and Creeks. These 
tribes have made considerable progress in agriculture^ ao4

BRITISH AMERICA. 

British America extends from Davis's Straits, 
and the Atlantic on the east, to the Rocky moun- 
tains on the west ; and from the Arctic ocean on 
the north, to the United States on the south. 

It is divided into N^w Britain, Upper and 
Lower Canada, New Brunswick, and Nova Sco- 
tia ; besides Newfoundland, and several islands 
in the gulf of St. Lawrence.

UPPER CANADA. 

Upper Canada is mostly a level province, and 
has generally a fertile soil, and ^ cold but healthy 
cKmate.

LOWER CANADA. 

Lower Canada was settled in 1608 by the 
French, at Quebec ; in whose possession it re- 
mained until 1759, when it was taken by the 
English, in whose power it still continues. 

Lower Canada is mostly an uneven and moun- 
tainous province, but has generally a fertile soil, 
especially in the valleys. A large partoif it is still 
a wilderness, inhabited by Indians. 

The principal settlements are in the vale of the 
St. Lawrence, The greater part of the French 
population is confined to the northern bank of tbe 
St. Lawrence, between Montreal and Quebec. 

The extremes of heat and cold are excessive. 
Winter generally commences in November, ajdd 
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lasts till April. The ispring is usually three weeks 
earlier «t Montreal than at Quebec. 

The principal articles of export BTefish^furs^ 
potash and lumber. 

The falls of Montmorency, 9 miles below Quebec, are the 
greatest curiosity in Lower Canada. The river pours over a 
precHpice to the astonishing depth of 246 feet, exhibiting a 
scene of wonderful beauty and grandeur. 

Chief Thwnt. Quebec is the capital, not only of Lower 
Canada, but of all British America. It is situated on the riv- 
er St. Lawrence, 370 miles from the ocean. It is divided in- 
to two parts, the Upper and Lower Town, and is strongly de- 
fended, both by nature and art. 

Montreal is situated on an island of the same name, in the 
river dt. Lawrence, 180 miles above Quebec, and 200 below 
lake Ontario. It has an extensive commerce, principally in 
furs ; and is the great mart of the trade that is carried on be- 
tween the United States and Canada.

NEW BRUNSWICK. 

New Brunswick extends from Maine to the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, containing about 30,000 
square miles, and 100,000 inhabitants. 

The climate, like that of Lower Canada, is sub- 
ject to great extremes of heat and cold, but '^ 
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generally healthy. It is mostly a level province, 
and has a fertile soil, especially on the rivers. 

The [Mincipal articles of export are fish and 
timber. 

ChitfTownB* — ^Frkdekickton, the capital of N«w Bmas- 
wick, is situated on. the river St. Johns, 80 miles from its 
mouth, at the bead of sloop navigation. It is regularly laid

Q. To whom did Meiicoformei^ belong? 
A. To Spain. It was conquereid in 1521, by 
Fernando Cortez, and remained a Spanish prov- 
ince till 1831, when it became independent.

A. It is about 1820 miles in length, and on a 
medium 800 miles in breadth, containing 1,000,- 
000 square miles. 

Q. What is the population? 

A. It is computed to be 8,500,000, principally 
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in the southern part ; the northern b^g inhabited 
almost eptirely by Indians in a savage state. 

Q. What is the f&ce of the country ? 

A. The land on both coasts is low ; but it rises 
gradually as you approach the injterior, to the 
height of 6 or 8,000 feet, when it spreads out in- 
to extensive plains called ' table lands* which are 
1,700 miles in length. ' > 

Q. What is the climate f 

A. On the coast it is hot and sickly ; in the 
interior it is cool and healthy. 

Q. What is the soil and'prodactions? 

A. The soil in moi^t parts is extremely fertile^ 
producing maize^ wheat, sugar ^ indigo, tobacco, 
cotton^ logwood, mahogany, and various kinds of 
tropical fruits. 

Q. For what has Mexico been celebrated? 

A. For its rich and extensive mines of gold 
and silver, which produce annually about 20 mil- 
lions of dollars. The three principal mines are 
'^Guanaxuato, Zacatecas and f Catorce. 

Q. By whom was Mexico formerly inhabited ? 

A. Before Mexico was conquered by the Spaniards, it was 
inhabited by a brave and warlike people, who were acquaint- 
ed with many of the arts, and had made considerable advan- 
ces in civilization. Many remains of their monuments and 
buildings still exist. The most celebrated among them is the 
Pyramid of Cholula 70 miles B. of Mexico. It consists of 4 
stories or terraces; and is 1T7 feet high, and 1,423 feet 
broad. It is built of nnbumt bricks. On the top of the Pyr- 
amid, was a temple in which they offered human sacrifices to 
the sun. 

Townt, — ^Mexico is the most ancient, and one of the most 
populous cities in America. It is situated near lake Tezcuco, 
in a delightful valley, which is 230 miles in circumference, 
and elevated more than 7,000 feet above the level of the

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OC0AI1. It is roi^Iarlj batlt in the form of a square, of (bar 
miles on each side. It is distinguished for the width and 
regularity of its streets, the splendor of its public edifices, 
and for its mint, at which more money is coined than at any 
other in the world. 

Guanazuato is a large and flourishing city, 150 miles N. 
W. of Mexico. The ground on which the city is built, is 
about 7,000 feet abore the level of the sea. It is distmguish- 
ed for its gold and, silver mines. 

^Puebla is situated on a large plain, 70 miles 8. E. of 
Mexico. The city is regularly laid out, and contains many 
riegant buildings. The grouhd On which it stands is eleva- 
ted more than 7*000 feet above the level of the ocean. It is 
famous for its manufactures of earthen ware, iron and steel. 

t Zaeatecas is situated in a mountainous country, 240 miles 
N. W. of Mexico. It is one of the most celebrated mining 
places in Mexico. 

Vera Cruz, the principal port on the Gulf of Mexiooi ie a 
place of mat trade. It is uuhealthy, and has a poor harbor. 

Acapiuco is the principal ]|ort on the Pacific. It is distin- 
guished for its excellent harbor, but is a miserable unhealthy 
town.

[Cochiaeal is an imiect^ wliioh ai^jrlls a most beautiful 
crimson tint. It feeds upon the J^opdl or Cacttu Cachiniiifer, 
and is gathered by the natives, as represented in the cut. It 
is used in giving red colors, especially crimson and scarlet, 
and for making carmine. From .Guatimala and Mexico, 
tiochineal is annually exported, to the 'amount of 2i miU 
lion of dollars.]

A. It contains 300,000 square miles, and about 
2,000,000 inhabitants, who are mostly Indians.

and 3,000 miles in its extreme width ; contaimts uf 
about 7,000,000 square miles. (.

Q. For what is South America distinguished ? 

A. For the fertility of its soil, the size and 
grandeur of its rivers, and the height and extent 
of its mountains. Its rich and extensive mines 
of gold^ silver^ plaiina^ mercury and diamonds 
excel those of any other part of the globe. 

Its soil produces many valuable plants and 
shrubs which are found in no other country. 

Q. Which is the principal chain of mountains ? 

A. The Andes, which extend the whole length 
of South America. The highest peak of the An- 
des is Chimborazo, 100 miles S. W. of Quito. 
It is more than 4 miles above the level of the sea. 
There are numerous volcanoes among the Andes. 
The most celebrated among them is Cotopaxi, 40 
miles S. £• of Quito. It is 3^ miles high, being 
much the loftiest volcano on the globe. 

Q. What can you say of the inhabitants of S. America ? 

A. They are composed of various races : ap Wkitei^ Ct*tf> 
ised and Independent Indians^ Negroet^ Mestizoes^ JUvlattoes 
and Samboes* [The Mettizoei are the descendants of the 
Whites and Indians ; and the Samboei^ of Indians and Ne- 
groes.] The majority of the population consists of Indians, 
who are subject to the whiies^ many of whom are in the most 
abject state of slavery. 

Q. What is the character of the Spaniards and Portu- 
guese ? 

A. The higher classes are generally well educated and 
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' wealthy, but dissolute in their morals. The lower classei 
^ are ignorant, rude and superstitious. 
iiA Q. What is the character of the Independent Indians ^ 
^ A. They are brave, intelligent, industrious and warlike, 
^ and generally more civilized than those of North America. 
*i Q. What is the state of education ? 

A. Since the provinces have become independent, great at- 
tention has been given to education. Several universities 
have been founded, and information has been extensively 
diffused by means of books and newspapers. 

Q. What are the most distinguished animals in South 
America ? 

A. The Jaguar, or American Tiger, the Lama or Peruvian 
Camel, and the Vicuna or Peruvian sheep. 

Q. What is the most remarkable bird of South America ? 
A. The Condor, which is the largest bird known that has 
the power of flying. It soars to the height of 20,000 feet, 
and preys upon ealves^ goais^ and sheep^ and has been known 
to carry off children 10 years of age. Its Wings, when ex- 
tended, measure from 12 to 16 feet, and the larger quills are 
about 3 feet in length.

Colombia embraces New Grenada and Vener 
zuela. Its surface is greatly diversified. In the 
eastern part, especially near the Oronoco, it con- 
{dsta of immense plains ; in the westarn part, it 
contains some of the highest summits of the An- 
des, and abounds in the most sublime scenery. 

The climate on the coas; and in the plains, is 
hot and unhealthy ; io the mountainous regions. 
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it varies with the elevation. The highest sum* 
mils have peipetual winter. 

The soil ot the valleys and plains is fertile, 
producing cotton^ grain, coffee, tobacco, and vari- 
ous tropical /rta<*. 

The falls of *TequendBma, in the river Bogota, 15 miles 
S. W. from Santa Fe de Bogota, present one of the grandest 
and most sublime scenes in the world. The river above the 
falls is 140 feet broad ; it is compressed to 35 feet at the falls, 
when it rushes dqwn at two bounds to the astonishmg depth of 
600 feet. 

Totoju.— 3anta Fb db Bogota is situated in the midst of a 
fertile plain, which is elevated about 8,700 feet above the level 
oi the ocean ; it is handsomely built, and contains many mag- 
nificent public buildings. 

t Quito is distinguished for its grand elevutioii. It is 
situated on a plain, between two ridges of the Andes, 9,500 
feet above the level of the sea. It is subject to dreadfiil 
earthquakes and tempests, and for diis reason the hooses aire 
only of one story.

Cuzco, 550 miles S. E. of Lima,, w^s the ancient capital of 
the Peruvian Empire, founded in 1043, by M anca Capac, the 
first Inca of Peru. Xi was taken by the Spaniards under Pi- 
zarro, in 1534; It contained a thagnificent temple of the Sim, 
and other edifices, decorated* with gold, and adorned with the 
idols of the various nations dubdued by the Incas. The chy 
still preserved many monuments of its ancient grandeur.

The Aricanians, an independent tribe of war- 
like Indians, inhabit the southern part of Chili. 
They are distinguished for their love of liberty, 
bravery and humanity. 

Towns. — Santiago was founded in the year 1541. It is 
■ituated in the midst of a beautiful plain, about 90 miles from 
Valparaiso. Its houses are built of brick, and only one story, 
on account of earthquakes. It has considerable trade. Its 
mhalMtants are distinguished for gayety and hospitality. 

Valparaiso, the port of Santiago, is the roost commercial 
city in Chili. It has an excellent harbor, and considerable 
trade.

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of society, as in the United States, it is confined 
to the higher and middle classes, who spare no 
pains or expense in acquiring a hberal and finish- 
ed education ; but the lower classes are general- 
ly ignorant, superstitious and degraded. 

[In some parte of EJvrope, no provision has been made for 
the education of the lower class, and it is seldom a person 
can be found amoni^them, who is able either to read or write. 
The countries best provided with schools for the instruction 
of the poor, are Scotland, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Ger- 
many, Prussia and Switzerland. In many of these, parish 
icbools are kept, similar to those in the United States.]

The valleys are warm and extremely produc- 
tive, producmg the vine^ grain^ and various kinds 
of fruit The chief occupation of the Swiss 
farmers, is the raising of cattle.

fence and protection, styled,. '* The confederation of the aove. 
reigns and free towns of Germany." The general concems 
of &e confederation are confided to a Federative Diet, which 
holds its sessions at Frankfort-on-the-Maine. 

[The states are bound to defend each other in case of for. 
eign invasion ; and engage not to make war upon one an. 
other, but to submit their differences to the decision of the 
Federative Diet.]

Spain is generally a mountainous country and 
Abounds in Beautiful and romantic scenery. 
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The climate is mild and pleasant in the north, 
but warm and unhealthy in the south. The soil 
is generally fertile, especially in the southern 
part ; and produces wheats maiie, barley f silk, oil 
mxdfruits in abundance. 

Great attention is given to the raising of Meri- 
no sheep, which produce the finest wool in Eu- 
rope. Agriculture and manufactures are much 
neglected, and the commerce of Spain is chiefly 
carried on by other nations. 

The most noted eurioaity of Spain, is Motitserrat, 20 miles 
N. W. of Barcelona. It rises in the form of a sugar loaf, to 
the height of 3,300 feet, and itf inhabited by thousands of 
monks. 

The most favorite amusem^t of the Spaniards is bull 
fight* ; and almost every town has an amphitheatre erected 
for this purpose. 

Character. — The Spaniards' are temperate, grave, polite, 
and faithfid to their word, bat ignorant, proud, superstitious, 
and revengeful. 

Towns. — Madrid is situated on the ^Manzanares, a small 
branch of the Tagus. It has neither commerce, nor panu. 
factures, and is important only as the capital of ^Spain. It 
is the most elevated capital in Europe, being about half a 
mile higher than the level of the sea. 

Cadiz is situated on the island of Leon, and is the first 
commercial city in Spain. It has an excellent harbor, and is 
the centre of trade for America and the West Indies.

Italy is one oftlie vaofA beautiful and interesting 
countries in Europe, and is distinguished for the 
fertility of its soil, the mildnesB and serenity of its 
air, and for the beauty and diversity of its 
scenery. Italy was once the j^rden of Europe, 
the parent of the arts and sciences, and mistress 
ofthe world ; but owii^ to the indolence of the 



inhabitants, it is now one of the most feeble and^ 
powerless divisions of Europe. 

Italy contains the most splendid specimens of 
painting, sculpture^ and architecture ; and 
abounds with the remains of ancient monuments, 
such as amphitheatres^ triumphal arches, ruins of 
temples^ bridges, aqueducts, j^c. 

The principal productions of Italy are grain, 
vines^ olives, fruits, silks, and marble. Apicul- 
ture is in a very backward state, and commerce 
and manufactures receive but little attention. 

Itfily is divided into a number of small states, the principal 
of which are the following, viz. — ^1. The Kingdom of Naples, 
in the southern part, which , includes the island of Sicily. 
Capital, Naples. 

2. The Roman States, or the Pope^s Dominions, in the 
middle. Capital, Rome. 

3. The Grand Duchy of Tuscany, northwest of the Roman 
States, dependent on Austria. Capital, Florence. 

4. The Republic of St. Marino, in the eastern part of the 
Roman States, under the protection of the Pope. Capital, 
St. Marino.

Towna,-— Rome, once the capital of the Roman Empire, and 
the proud metropolis of the civilized world, is situated on 
the Tiber, 15 miles from its mouth. In the days of Augustus 
Cesar, its population was 2,000,000, and its circumference 
fifty miles. Although greatly reduced,, it is one of the most 
beautiful and' magnificent cities in Europe, and is distinguish^ 
ed for the numerous remains of its ancient grandeur. It 
contains many elegant edifices ; among which is St. Petef s

The Turks were originally from Tartary in Asia. They 
began their conquests about the b^inning of the eleventh 
century. 

In 1428, they overthrew the empire of the Saracens, and 
in 1453 took ConstantinQple, and put an end to the eastern 
Boman empire.

Turkey in Europe embraces ancient Greece# 
and is celebrated for its numerous remains of an- 
tiquity. 

It was once the seat of liberty, learning, and 

* fio-.16-na. 
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the arts, but is now sunk to the lowest state of ^- 
norance and slavery. 

Ancient Greece, now the Bonthern part of Turkey, was the 
first civilized and enlightened country in Europe. Its heroes, 
orators, statesmen, philosophers, painters, &c. surpassed all 
others bf antiquity, and. to them mankind are indebted for 
the first rudiments in many of the arts of civilized life. 

The northern part is level, consisting chiefly of 
immense plains ; the southern is mountainous and 
abounds in beautiful scenery. 

The cUmate is mild and healthy ; and the soil 
is extremely fertile, but poorly cultivated* 

The principal productions are wheats cotton, 
rice, vines, JiffS ana oil. 

Character^^The Turks are honest, grave, and hospitable 
to strangers ; but haughty, bigoted, insolent, and revengefiiL 

The Greeks are active, ingenious, brave, and courteoiu ; 
but, insincere, avaricious and treacherous. 

[The Greeks have, for centuries, been held in a most de- 
graded state of slavery. But in 1820, they threw off the 
Turkish yoke, and have, obtained their independence.] 

Towns, — Constantinople, the capital of the Turkish Em- 
pire, is situated on the strait of Constantinopte, between the 
Black Sea, and Sea of Marmora. It is well fortified, and hu 
one of the best harbors in Europe. 

Adrianople is sHuated on the Marissa, and in regrard to 
population, it is the second city in Turkey in Europe. 

Athens, formerly the capital of Attica, and birth place of 
the most distinguished orators^ heroes and sages of antiquity, 
is now a small insignificant ,town. It is distinguished for its 
magnificent ruins; some of which are thvmost splendid re- 
mains of antiquity.

A. Asia has almost every variety of climate, 
from the intense heat of the torrid zone, to the 
extreme cold of the arctic regions ; but it is gene- 
rally much colder than Europe or Africa in the 
same latitude. 

Q> How is the commerce of Asia carried on P 
A. The foreign commerce of Asia is carried on- chiefly by 
the nations of Europe and America ; the internal trade is 
conducted principally by *Carayans, which traverse^ not only 
Arabia, Persia, Hindoostan and T&rkejs but likewise the 
northern and central parts of Africa.

It has 
no large rivers or lakes, and in many places it is 
destitute of water. 

It is divided into 3 parts, viz. Arabia Petrcsa^ 
in the north-western part ; Arabia Deserta^ em- 
bracing the interior and north-eastern part ; and 
Arabia Felixy in the southern part. 

The climate is excessively warm on the plains 
and subject to a destructive wind called the Sa- 
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miel or Simoom, biit mild and healthy on the 
mountains. 

The principal productions of Arabia are coffee^ 
gtim-ar-abic^ frankincense, myrrh and aloes. 

The most useful animal of Arabia, is the *€am- 
ely and next to this, the hfjrsej which is celebrated 
for beauty, swiftness, hardiness, and docility. 

Character, — ^Tiie Arabs ar« an ignorant, fiaTage and bar*' 
barous people. Those on the coast ar« pirates ; jthose in the 
interior are robbers, . During the middle ages they were calL 
ed Saracens, and were distinguished for learning and science, 
but at present they are so illiterate, that but few can be found 
who are able either to reactor write. 

TotDfis, — Mecca is situated in a narrow valley, 40 miles 
from the Red Sea. It is a well built city and is celebrated 
as the birth place of Mahomet. It is supported by pilgrims 
who resort thither fr&m all parts of the Mahometan world. 

Medina, 180 miles N. of Mecca, Ib celebrated for contain, 
ing the sepulchre of Mahomet. 

Mocha is the principal seaport of Arabia, and im celebrated

It retains but little of its former 
splendor, and is distinguished, for being the resort of pilgrims 
from various parts of the Christian world. 

Palmyra, or Tadmor in the wilderness, is situated in the 
Syrian desert, about 150 miles S. E. of Aleppo. It is now 
only distinguished fer its magnificent rnins, which surpass 
all other remains of antiquity.

The Georgians possesi the country south of the Caucastan 
mountains, and are friendly and hospitable, and said to be 
the handsomest people in the world. 

These nations are celebrated for the beauty of their fe- 
males ; numbers of whom are ^old by their parents to the 
Turks and Persians, and are considered the brightest oma- 
naments of their seraglios.' 

Tefms, the capital of Georgia, is situated on the river 
Kur.

Australasia embraces .New Holland, Van Die- 
men's Land, New Guinea, New Britain, New 
Ii^land, Solomon's Island, New Hebrides, New 
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Zealand, and numeroas smaller islands surround- 
ing them. 

. NEW HOLLAND. 

New Holland is the largest island on the globe 
being 2,600 miles in length, from east to west, 
and 1,960 in breadth from north to south, con- 
taining 3,000,000 square miles. 

New Holland was discovered in 1606 by the 
Dutch. Little is . known respecting the island, 
except the coasts. 

The climate is mild and healthy, and the soil 
fertile, producing wheat, maize^ barley, orangeSf 
lemons^ and other tropical /ruito. 

The country aloiig the eastern coast for an in- 
definite extent, is claimed by Great Britain, and 
is called New South Wales. 

An Epglish colony has been established at Port 
Jackson, or Botany bay, consisting principally of 
convicts banished from Great Britain. 

The natives are small, ill shaped, aod anionigf the most de* 
gnded of the human species. They have no regular reli« 
gioDt and but a faint idea of a future state. 

SiDiHBT is the chief town an^ capital of the English colo« 
By. Pop. 7,000. ^___ _^ 

VAil diemen's land. 
Van Dieipen's Land is a healthy, fertile island, 
170 miles in length, and about 158 in breadth. — 
An English colony was established here in 1803, 
and in 1818, it contained about 6000 inhabitants, 
about one half of whom were convicts from G. 
Britain and New South Wales. 

The natives resemble those of New Holland. Hobart 
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Town it the capital of the colony. It was laid out in 1804, 
and now contains anamber of elegant l>uilding8. 

PAPUA, OR NBW GUINEA. 

Little is known respecting New Guinea or the 
adjacent islands. They are said to be populous 
and fertile, producing . most of the fruits of the 
torrid zone. The inhabitants are negroes, and 
generally resemble the people of New Holland. 

N£W- ZEALAND. 

New Zealand consists of 2 large islands, sepa- 
rated by Cook's strait. These islands are moun- 
tainous, and have a mild, Jiealthy climate. 

I'he natives are tall, well formed, and posseee uncommon 
sagacity and strength of mind. They are cannibals, and 
when provoked, are extremely ferocious.. ■ 

An English settlement has been- established here for intro- 
ducing the blessings of civilization and Christianity. The 
natives manifest a strong desire for improvement, and have 
made considerable progress in the arts of civiliaed lifo.

[The deeerts are like seas, the sauds being moved'by the 
winds like waters ; and storms on them are more terrible and 
destructive than on the ocean. They have OctseSy or fertile 
spots, like islandsf which serve as resting and watering pla- 
ces for Caravans.]

A. The northern part, from the Mediterranean to the De- 
sert, is peopled by Moors and Arabs ; Egypt by 'Copts and 
foreigners ; Abyssinia by degenerate Arabs ; the southern, 
western, and central parts, by the Negro race.

Egypt is celebrated for its great antiquity ; 
for the earJy civilization of its inhaUtants. and 
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for being the parent of the arts and sciences. 
But like most seats of early renown, ii has lost 
its former greatness, and is now distingsiuhed for 
the magnificence of its ruins. 

Egypt is divided into two parts, I pper and 
Lower. Upper Egypt extends fn)rn Nubia to 
Cairo; and Lower E^ypt from Cairo ^o the Med- 
iterranean. 

The cultivated part of Egypt, consists princi- 
pally of a fertile vale, 15 or 20 miles in breadth, 
on both sides of the river Nile. The remainder 
of the country is mountainous and barren. 

The climate in summer is extremely warm ; in 
winter it is mild and agreeable. 

The chief productions are maize^ rice^ wheats 
barley^ 4^., and most of the fruits of the torrid 
and temperate zones. 

Rain is very uncommon in Egypt, 'but owing to the annual 
flood of the Nile, and the heavy dews^ the soil seldom suffers 
for want of moisture. The'Nll^s annually overflows its banks, 
and spreads over the country like a ''sea. The rise of the 
Nile commences about the middle of June, and begins to sub- 
side about the first of September.' The lands thus overflow- 
ed are extremely fruitful and easily cultivated. Manufac- 
tures are in a low slatn. 

Inhabitantt, — The 4nhabitant8 consist of Copts, Arabs, 
Turks and Jews The Copts are the most numerous class, 
and are the descendants of the ancient Egyptians. They are 
active, ingenious, and well skilled in business. 

Towns. — Cairo is the inost populous, splendid, and c6m- 
mercial city in Africa. 

Alexandria was built by Alexander the Great, 331 years B. 
C, and for a long time was the scat of learning, commerce, 
and magnificence. It is now greatly decayed, and abounds 
in the ruins of its ancient grandeur ; among which are Pom- 
pey^s Pillar, 75 feel high, two obelisks, and the catacombs. 
In the height of its splendor, it is said to have contained 
600,000 inhabitants. 
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[The IJbrary of AleMndri* Wfpoaed all other* in the an- 
cieol world. It w« founded by Ftolemy Philadelphus, aM 
jean B, C„ and conUined 700,000 manuHcript volumes. Il 
was barnt by Ihe Sacacem, A. D. 640.]

The northern part of Africa, now included to 
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the Barbary States, once contained several king- 
doms and states, eminent for powery^^ealth, and 
commerce. But these have been repeatedly 
conquered, and scarcely exhibit a vestige of their 
former greatness. 

The inhabitants of the Barbary States are divi- 
ded into four classes ; viz. Moors, Jews, Arabs, 
and Brebers. They are ignorant, rapacious, and 
cruel, and have long been noted for their pira- 
cies and political debasement. 

Between the Atlas mountains and the Medi- 
terranean, the climate is mild and pleasant, and 
the soil is fertile, but miserably cultivated. 

The chief productions are oil, mncj fruit, su- 
gar^ cottony and most kinds o( grain. 

Between the Atlas mountains and the Desert, the country 
prodace9 little except dates, but these grow in such abun- 
dance, that it is called Biledulgerid-or ihe landofdates» 

These States ^are distinguished for the number ef nexious 
uumals which infest the mountains and desert tracts ; the 
most noted and ferocious among them are lions, panthers, 
and hyenas. 

Venomous serpents of an enormous size vre also common. 
The bQa or serpent of the deteri^ is often BO feet long, and 
moyes with such Incredible swiftness that ;io animal can es- 
cape from it. 

Among the great yariety-of insects in these States, the most 
formidable is Uie tseust^ which often comes from the desert in 
suchimmense swarmsas to devour every species of vegetation.

Senegambia embracesanamber of small pop- 
ulous states, and in general, is a well watered and 
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fertile country. The climate is intensely warm, 
and at most reasons of the year, extremely un- 
healthy to foreigners. 

Respecting the rarious tribes uf rUgroes^ that inhabit this 
coast, little is known with certainty. The most numerous 
tribes are the Foulahs^ Jalloops^ Feelops^ and Mandingoet. 
Thejr are ignorant, superstitious and indolent ; and are ac- 
quainted with but few of the arts of civilized life; but their 
natural dispositions are mild iind benevolent. 

The principal articles of expor^ are gum, gold^ ivftry^ and 
Slavis ! 

Senegambia abounds in almostevery species of wild animals. 
Elephants are eztrem^y numerous, and furnish almost all the 
ivory of commerce. This region is much infested by veno- 
mous insecit^ disgusting repiiUtj and clouds of loewU. 

Teembo is the capital of Foota Jallo, and is represented as 
one of the largest cities in this part of Africa. The popula- 
tiQH is said to be 70/)00. 

[The Foulahs, or inhabitants of Foota Jallo, are scattered 
over a great part of Africa. The great body of the nation 
live about the sources of the Gambia, and Rio Grande. 
Besides these, there are tribes of them south of Fezzan, and 
on the confines of Bdrnou ; likewise on the N.iger and Sene- 
gal. They are said to be mild, httmane^ polite^ induttTUnitt

The colony contains about 
17,000 inhabitants, composed chiefly of liberated 
negiroes, taken from captured slave-ships. 

Uert an about 20 mfMionaries, actively engaged in the 
bencTolent empltj^iiient of instr noting the Africans in the ei- 
ementa of learning and religion, and in the arts of civilixed life; 
and their labors thus far nave been attended with encoon- 
ging success.

GtoNDAR is situated on a, hill, surrounded by a deep valley.

Nubia contains several kingdoms ; the two 
principal of which, are Sennaar and Dongola. 

Nubia is mostly an extensive tract of sandy 
and rocky deserts, and but thinlv inhabited. 

The wind here inovea the sand like the waves of the sea ; 
and so rapidly that nothing can escape it. The Simoom, or 
poisonout blatt from the desert blows here, which if received 
mto the lungs, causes instant death. 

The climate is extremely warm, but generally 
dry and healthy. The soil on the bamis ofthe 
Nile is rich and fertile. 

The principal articles of commerce are gold- 
dustj ivory and slaves. 

Nubia is celebrated for its magnificent remains 
of antiquity. 

The most noted among them is the temple of Ipntambul, 
Krfaich is cut out of a solid irock, and is 86 feet high, and 117 
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'wide. It 11 in a complete stale ofpreMrrBtion, althoogh ft 

ii supposed to have been built more tbui 2,000 jeara. 

ItJuibiiatUt: — The iahabitaota condat of numerou* tribcn 
of Arabs, most of wham ate noted for their traacherj, bb- 
temperance and ferocity.

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The interior of Africa is vety little known. — 
It is divided by the Jibbel I^umra, or Mountains 
of the Mood, into Soudan, or Nigritia, on the 
north ; and Ethiopia on the south. 

ETHioi^rA has n(*Ver been visited by white men, and conse- 
quently its greography is entirely unfmoicn. 

SotJDAN, or NioRiTiA, is divided into a ]e:teat number of 
small kingdoms, most of which have never been explored 
by Europeans. Those parts which have been explored are 
well Watered, and extremely fertile, producing all the luxu- 
ries of the vegetable kingdom, and abound in almost every 
ipecies of wild animals. 

The inhabitants consist oT Ne|proes^ who are said -to be 
more mild and humane than thosb living on the coasts. 

The JVifcer is the principal river in Soudan, or Nigritia ; 
and has excited an extraordinaiy degree of interest, by rec- 
son of the various and contradictory accounts, relative to 
its source and termination. But it is now ascertained that 
it empties into the gulf of Guinea. In 1830, Richard and 
John Lafider, two enterprising English travellers, set out fdr 
the purpose of tracing the course of the river to its mouth. 
They reached it a short distance from Sackatoo, and then 
descended it to its termination in the gulf of Gruinea. Its 
course is through a rich and populots ceuntry, the inhabit- 
ants of which have made considerable progressioli in civili- 
zoltion. 

The principal kingdoms of Nigritia, known to Europeans, 
are Darfur^ Bergoo^ BegharnUj Bomou^ BoUtta^ Yaoor^ 7bm- 
bueioo, Bambarra^ Tauriekfj Asben^ Kuar^ and FetMan. 

Darfur is a considerable kingdom^, and ia inhabited by an 
industrious people, who are principle! !y engaged in agricul- 
ture. Cobbe is the capital, and coutu.ns about 6,000 inhab- 
itants. 

Bbrooo is an extensive kingdom, but little known. Wara 
is its capital. 

Beoharhi is a small kingdom dependent on Bomou. The 
capital is Babalia. 

BoRNou embraces an extensive fertile tract, and is the 
most powerful and flourishing kingdom in Nigritia. Koaka 
is the capital, and is said to be a large city. 

HoussA is a large kmgdom, and is inhabitml by an intelli- 
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^|rent people who httve considei^ble' skill ih agricQltUro and 
manttfactures. The chief town and great emporiam of the 
icingdom of Houssa is Kano, which is said 'to contain 40,000 
inhabitants. 

'''The Felatah Empire is of inodd^rn d'ate. 'it is represent- 
ed as a powerful empire and is said to bbl'd several king. 
dome in snbjection. The capital is Sackaioo. It was built 
in 1B05, and is said to be a large, phpulous towb. 
Taoor is subject to the Felatah empire. 
ToHBUCTOO is a lar^e, fertile^ and powerful kingdom, and 
one of the most civilized in Nigritia. 1*onibuctoo, the capital 
of the kingdom, is situated about 10 miles from the Niger. 
It is the centre of codimerce for Nigritia, and is the resort of 
caravans from Egypt, Nubian Barbary and Abyssinia. Pop- 
ulation supposed to be 200,000. 

Bambakra is a large, fertile and powerful kingdom. Sego, 
the capital, is situated bn both sides of the Niger, and con«> 
tains about 30,000 inhabitants. 

The Tahricks are a bal*barous and powerful race, who 
wander over all the adjoining coimtfies', and subsist mostly 
by plunder. . 

AsBEN is a powerful kingdom, lying north of Borneo. 
The capital is Aghadem, and is a place of extensive trade. 

KuAR is an extensive tract, lying west of Dongola, consist* 
ing mostly of deserts, interspersed with a few fertile spots 
like islands. It is inhabited by the Tibboos, who are a wan- 
dering tribe, and possess all the regions S. and S. E. of Fez- 
xan. 

Fezzan is a Ifage kingdom tributary to Tripoli. It con- 
sists of an extensive oasis, or fertile spot, in the northern part 
of the Desert, surrounded on all sides except the west, by 
mountains. It is chiefly important as the centre of trade, fo'r 
the cJaravans which traverse the interior. The chief produc- 
tions are dates. The capital is Mourzook, and is the ifrand 
depot for the commerce carried on botweeh the Barbar^ 
States and central Africa.

They' have an unhealthy climate, and generally a 
barren rocky soil. The principal exports of these islands, 
are salt and goat skii^. Pop. 40,()00. 

St. Helena is a lofly and rocky island, and belongs to the 
English. There is only one harbor, which is of difficult access 
and easy defence. 1 his island is remarkable fbr the impris- 
onment and death of Napoleon Bonaparte. Pop. 3,00(). 

Madagascar is one of the largest islands on tho globe. It 
has a healthy elintate' and a fertile soil, and is said to bo rich 
in minerals, l^e crocodile grows to a great size in this isl- 
and, and infests all the principal - rivers, •uid' has fretiuently 
been known to carry away an ox. 

It is inhabited by a number of petty tribes' t>f\different ra- 
ces — Arabians, Malays and Africans; inoet oof whom are- in 
a savage state, and but little acquaiut&d with tfaie arts of civil- 
ized life.

STATE OF SOCIETY. 

The dfferent nations of the earth are divider 
v)rding to then- habits of life, and state of im 
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provement, into four classes ; tiz. Savage^ 
llalf'Civilizedy Civilized, and Enliglitened. 

In the ravage tkUt, men subsist principally by banting, 
fishinif, and the spontaneous productions of the earth. They 
possess but little knowledge of agriculture, or the mechanic 
arts. They live in huts formed of poles or stakes covered 
with bark or leaves, or plastered with clay. The most noted 
in this state of society are the North American. Indians. 

In the half-eivUized ttate^ men subsist by agriculture and 
pasturage, and understand many of the arts ; but science, 
literature and foreign commerce are almost unknown. They 
have established laws and religion, and some of the finer 
manufectures they have carried to a. high degree of perfec 
tion. . The most noted in this state of society, are the Chi- 
nese. 

In the eMlized «/a/e, men are acquainted with the arts and 
sciences^ and djsrive their subsistence' from agriculture, man- 
ufactures and commerce. 

In the enlightened state, men have carried the arts and 
sciences to a high degree of perfection, and are distingiushed 
for their industry, intelligence, ingenuity and enterprise. 
Among enlightened nations the most noted are the people of 
the United States, the English, French, and Germans.

Protestants are those who disclaim the jurisdic- 
tion of the Pope, and take the Bible as the only 
foundation of Christian faith and worship. 

Protestants are divided into yjtrious sects ; the principal 
of which are Episcopalians, Presbyterians, Congregationalists, 
Baptists, Methodists and Friends. 

MahOBietans are those who believe in Mahom- 
et, an impostor of Arabia, who jflourished 600 
years after Christ. 

The Jews are those who believe in the Old 
Testament and reject the New, and expect a Sa- 
vour yet to come. 

Pagans, or Heathen, are those who believe in 
false gods, and worship idols, beasts, reptiles, &c.

The Seasonal 

Q. What is Astronomy ? 

A. It is the science which teaches the motions 
and the magnitudes of the heavenly bodies. 

Q. Of What does the Solar System consist f 

A. It Gonnsts of the sun, planets, asteroids and 
comets. 
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It is called the Solar System^ because the sun is supposed 
to be placed in the centre, having all the planets revoWing 
round it, at different distances and in different periods of 
time. 

Q. What is the Sun ? 

A. It is an immease spherical body, placed in 
the centre of the system, and gives light and heat 
to the planets, moons, asteroids and comets. ' It 
revolves on its axis once in 25 days and 10 hours. 

This revolution is determined from the motion of the spots 
on its surface. 

Q. What is a planet ? 

A* It is an opake body which appears to us 
like a star, and. shines only by reflecting the light 
of the sun. 

Q. How many kinds of Planets are there ? 

A. There are two kinds, primary and seconda- 
ry ^ to which may be added the asteroids. The 
primary pl^eis are those which revolve round 
the sun and regard him only as their centre* The 
secondary planets, called also moon^, ot satellites^ 
are smaller planets, wliich revolve round the pri- 
maries, and serve to give them light. 

Q. How many primary planets are there ? 

A. There are seven : 1. Mercury ; 2. Venus ; 
3. Earth ; 4. Mars ; 6. Jupiter ; 6. Saturn ; 7 : 
Herschel. 

Q. How many secondary planets are there ? 

A. There are eighteen. The earth has 1 : 
Jupiter 4 ; ' Saturn 7 : Herschel 6. 

0,. What are the asteroids ? 

A. They are four very small planets, situated 
between the orbits of Mars and Jupiter : called 
Ceresy Pallas, Juno, and Vesta. 

HZ 
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COMETS. 
Q. What are comets ? 

A. They are large, solid opake bodies, which 
revolve round the sun in very elliptical orbits. 

The number of Comets belonging to our system, is supposed 
to be 540. Tho figures of comets^ are very different Some 
of them emit luminous matter on all sides resembling hair* ; 
others have a long, luminous, transparent 4ail,>rojecting from 
that part which is opposite to the sun. 

Their apparent magnitudes are also very difTerent. Some 
appear no larger than the fixed stars: ethers as large as Ve- 
nus ; and others much larger. 

The velocity of a comet is grbater than that of a planet, 
and increases as it approaches the sun. That of 1680, when 
nearest the sun, movod with the amazing velocity of 880^000 
miles an hour. 

FIXED STARS. 

Q. What are fixed stars ? 

A. They are those luminous bodies which ap- 
pear in the heavens, far beyond the planets, from 
which they are distinguished by their twinlding.

* The word cornet^ is derived from cotfio, or cometa, a 
Greek word, signifying hairy. 
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Thoy are c&Ued Jixed iiart, because they always keep the 
same8itnation,-in relation fo eac)i other ; and appear to have 
no proper motion of then* own. The distances of the fixed 
stars from the earth, is almost inconceivable ; light, which 
flies 164,000 miles in a second, would be more than three 
years in passing from one of them to the earth. 

These stars being at such an immense distance, cannot re- 
ceive their light from the sun as the planets, but must shine 
by their own light ; and hence they are supposed to be suns 
to other systems, and to have worldt revolving round them, 
inhabited, perhaps, by intelligent and immortal beings. 

The number of the fixed stars is unknown.. With the na- 
ked eye we can see about 2,000, but by the help of telescopes 
many millions can be discovered. 

THE BARTH. 

Q. How many motions has the Earth ? 

A. Two ; one round its axis ; the other round 
the sun. It revolves on its axis once in 24 hours, 
and causes a continual succession of day and 
night, and an apparent motion of the heavenly 
bodies from east to west. 

It completes its revolution round the sun once 
in a year,, and occasions the difference in the 
len^h of the days and nights, and the agreeable 
variety in the seasons. 

The earth is not a perfect sphere, but an oblate spheroid, 
elevated at the equator, and depressed at the poles ; the equa. 
torial diameter being 34 miles longer than the polar. 

The earth is surrounded by a thin, invisible, elastic fluid, 
ealledatr, which extends to a considerable height above it. 
The air, together with the clouds and vapors that float in it, 
is called the atmosphere: The height to which the atmos. 
phete extends, has-never been fully ascertained, but it is sup. 
posed to be about 45 miles. 

TIIE MOON. 
Q. What is the Moon? , 

A; It is an.opake body like the earth, and 
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shines entirely by light received from the sun. 
Its diameter is 2,180 miles, and its distance from 
the centre of the earth 240,000 miles. Its bulk 
to that of the earth is as 1 to 49. 

The moon revolves round the earth, from change to change, 
in 29 da3r8 12 houre 44 minutes. 

The surface of the moon is greatly diversified with ine- 
qualities, which through a telescope have the appearance of 
hills and valleys. 

When the moon .is in conjunction, or in the same part of 
the heavens with the sun, it is ciallod the new moon ; when 
It is in opposition, or 180 degrees distant, it is called the/tUl 
moon* 

The moon revolves on its axis but once in its revolution 
round the earth, and consequently its day is a little longer 
:than 29i of bur days.. 

ECLIPSES. 

Q. What is an Eclipse f 

A. It is a partial, or total privation of the light 
of the sun or .moon. 

Q. What is the cause of an eclipse of the min ? 

A. It is caused by the interposition of the moon 
between the earth and the sun, and consequently 
must happen when the moon is in conjunction 
with the sun, or at the new moon. 

Q. What causes an eclipse of the moon i^ 

A, It is caused by an interposition of the earth 
between the sun and moon, j^nd therefore must 
happen at the full moon, or wlien the moon is 180 
degrees distant from the sun. 

The diameter of the sun and moon is supposed to be divi- 
ded into 12 parts, called digits; and an eclipse is said to be so 
many digits, according to the numbter of those parts, which 
Are involved at the greatest darknes^. 

THE SEASONS. 

A. They are occasioned by the axia qT the 
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efi^rth^ being inclined to the level of its orbit al- 
ways in one direction, in its circuit round the 
sun ; so that one end of the axis is'directed to- 
toards the sun at one season of the year, and 
from the sun at another. This also occasions 
the variaiion of climate, and the different lengths 
of day and night. 

[See the figure representing the seasons.] 

From the 20th of March to the 22d of September the 
north pole inclines to the sun, and it is atanmer in the north- 
em hemisphere and tptrUer in the sotUhem,; from the ^2d of 
September to the 20th of March the north pole declines/vom 
the son, and it ijs winter in the northern hemisphere and nun- 
mer in the touthem. 

In the same manner it will be seen, t]iat during one half 
the year the north pole is continually illuminated by the sun 
while tiie south pole is in darkness^ and consequntly the 
days in the northern hemisphere will be more than 12 hours 
long,- and those in the soitthem liemisphere, less than 12 
hours ; and during the other half the year,, the south pole 
Is constantly in the light, and the north pole in darkness, 
atn4 consequently the days in the southern hemisphere will 
be more than 12* hours long, and those in the northern less 
than 12.hoars ; thus causing the different lengths of day and 
night. 

At the equator the days and nights are always equal, be. 
ing 12 hours each ; but as you proceed from the equator, 
they vary in length according to the latitude and season. 

In latitude 16^ 44', the day is 13 hours long ;— in 41<^ 24' 
it is 15 hours in length ;-r-in 61^ 18', it is 19 hours ; — iii 66^ 
32', it is 24 hours ; — in 67^ 1 8', the longest day is one month ; 
in 69<=^ 33*,, it is 2 months ; in 77^ 40', it is 4 months ; and at 
the poles, 6 months.

. CLIMATES. 

Climate Is a portion of the earth's surface contained be- 
tween 3 small circles parallel to the eqaator and of such a 
breadth that the longest day in the. parallel nearest the equa- 
tor, is half an hour i&orter than in the next more remote, in 
the torrid and temperate zones, — ^and one month in. the fri- 
gid zones. 

All places in the same latitude, are in the same climate,— 
but it must not be inferred from thence that they have the 
same atmospherical temperature, as this depends on various 
causes. Mountains, liUces, deserts, plains, &c. huve great 
effect' on the atmosphere; as high mountains under the 
equator are covered with perpetual snow, and deserts are 
.parched with constant heat.

NoTK.-T-It will be seen that the climates are placed in regular or- 
der on the scale as far as 49** 2', increasing in length half an hour, 
as yoQ proceed from the equator, — after which they are not laid 
down regularly till you come to the polar circle. Here you will 
perceive by the scale that the days in each climate instead of being 
only half anjioor longer than in the one nearer the eqaator, are-one 
month longer asyoa approabh the pole. 



Q. What seasons have they in the torrid zone ? 

A. The Only distinction of seasons in the torrid 
«one is from hot and dry to hot and rainy. Most 
eountriet of the torrid zone have six monthB in- 
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»^lining te a ti>e^, and six months inclining to a <Zry 
air. 

Q. How many leasons are there in the frigid zone f 

A. In the frigid zone they have but two sea- 
sonSy winter and summer. 

On continents, the weather is more settled than on islands ; 
the heat of summer is greater in the former, the cold of win* 
ter is less intense in the latter. 

[On inlands the heat is tempered by clouds and vapors, 
from the snrronnding sea ; and from the same cause the 
weather is inconstant J 

WINDS. 

Q. What is Wind ? 

A. It is air put in motion, occasioned chiefly by 
means of heat. 

When any part of the air is heated by the sun or other- 
wise; it expands, and ascends towards the higher parte of the 
atmosphere, and the neighboring air rushes in to supply its 
plaee ; and there will therefore be a stream or current of air 
tTom all parts towards the region in which the heat predomi- 
nates. This pressure of the air is what is called wind. 

Q. What is the velocity of wind ? 

A. A gentle breeze moves about 4 miles an 
hour; a common brisk wind about 15 miles ; a 
high wind 30 ; a storm 60 ; a violent hurricane 
100 miles an hour. 

Q. How many kinds of tropical winds are there ? 

A* Three ; the general trade winds ; the mon- 
soons ; the land and sea breezes. 

1. The general trade winds blow from east to west, ex- 
tending to nearly 90^ of latitude pn each side of the equator 
nearly round the globe. 

2. The monsoons are periodical winds, which prevail in 
the Indian Ocean, and blow six months in one direction, and 
during the other six months in an opposite direction. Their 
change at the vernal and autumnal equinox is accompanied 
with terrible storms of rain, lightning and thunder. 

3< The land and sea breezes are periodical winds, which 
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blow from the land during the night, and from tho sea, during 
the day. 

Winds are affected by the countries oyer which they pass, 
being rendered pestilential by tho heat of deserts* and the 
putrid exhalations of lakes and marshes. 

In Africa and Arabia, a wind blows from the ddserta called 
the Samiel or SvMom^ which frequently produces instant 
death. 

On the western coast of Africa is a similar wind, called 
Harmattafiy iH'oducing a dryness and heat almost insupporta- 
ble. 

A warm) unpleiLsant wind from Africa, prevails in the 
southern part of Europe, called the Sirocco^ producing great 
uneasiness and debility in the system. 

TIDES. 
Q. What is the Tide ? , 

A. It is the regular elevation and depression 
of the ocean, which happens twice ev€jry 24 
"hours, caused by the attraction of the moon- and 
of the sun. 

At the new tuidfull mbon, the tides are greatest, and are 
called springUdes ; at the first and last quarters, they are 
least, and are called neap-tides t and the highest are near the 
time of the equinoxes. 

Productions of the earth. 

Q. How are the productions of the earth arranged ? 

A. Under three grand divisions^ called king- 
doms ; viz. : The mineral kingdom^ the vegetabk 
kingdom, and the asfumcd kingdom. 

1. The mineral kingdom contains all earths and stones, 
mineral combustibles,- salts, and metals. 

2. The vegetable kingdom includes till trees, shrubs, and 
plants. 

3. The animal kingdom incrudes all living creatures ; aa 
bipeds, quadrupeds, fowls,, fishes, reptiles, insects, and 
worms.

A. It is the great circle, which the earth de- 
scribes annually, in its revolution round the sun.

, place to the brass meridian, and set the index of the 
hour circle to 12. Turn the globe eastward till the 
given place comes to the horizon, and the index will 
shew the tine of the sun's rising. Turn the globe 
to the west verge of the horizon, and the index will 
shew the time of his setting. 

At what time does the sun rise and set at Hartford 
on the 5th of February ? 

A. The sun rises at 7, and sets at 5. 

. Rectify the globe for the latitude of the place, find 
-the sun's place in the ecliptic and bring it to the 
brass meridian, and set the index of the hour cirde 
to 12. Turn the globe westward till the sun's place 
comes to the horizon, and the index will show the 
time of the sun's setting ; these hours taken from 
12 will give the rising. At what time does the sun 
rise and set at Hartford on the 5th of May ? A. 
The sun rises at 5, and sets at 7. What time does 
the sun rise and set on the 21st of June at Quito ?

SXFLANATIOIT.^ 

The AntsBcilms are those who have the same lon- 
gitude as ours, but have the same latitude south as 
we have north. Their summer is our winter. 

Rule. — Bring the given place to the brass meri- 
dian, and count as many degrees on the -meridian 
south of the Equator as the given place is north ; 
and you will find the Antaeci. 

The PerisBcians are those who lie under the same 
degree of latitude, but have 180^ difference of Ion* 
gitude. They h^ve contrary hours ; noon when we 
have midnight. 

Rule. — Bring the given place to the brass meri- 
dian, set the index to 12, turn the glpbe till the in- 
dex points to the other 12, then under the latitude of 
the given place you will find the Periseci. 

The Antipodes are those who have the same lati- 
tude south that we have north, and differ 180^ of 
longitude. Their hours, days, and seasons differ 
from ours. 

Rule. — ^Bring the given place to .the brass me- 
ridian, turn the globe half round, then count as ma- 
ny degrees south of the Equator as the given place 
is north, and you will have the Antipodes. 

Required the Antseci, PerisBci and Antipodes of 
Hartford. 

A. The Anteci are in the northern part of the

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island of Cbiloe. The Perisci are in the Desert of 
Shamo in the Chinese Empire.. The Antipodes are 
in the Southern Ocean south-east of the Island of 
St. Paul. 

FBOBLEM XI.

Rule. — Lay the quadrant of altitude parallel to 
the equator between any two meridians in the given 
latitude, which differ in longitude 15 degrees ; the 
number of degrees intercepted between them multi- 
plied by 4, will give the length of a degree in geo- 
graphical miles. The geographical miles may be 
-brought into English miles, by multiplying by 116, 
and cutting off two figures from the right hand of the 
product. 

Example. — How many geographical and Eng- 
lish miles make a degree in the latitude of Peking ? 

PROBLEM XII. 
To find the hearing of one place from another. 

Rule. — If both places be situated in the same 
parallel of latitude, their bearing is either east or 
west from each other ; if they be situated on the 
same meridian, they bear north and south from each 
other ; if they be situated on the same rhumb.line, 
that rhumb-line is their bearing ; if they be not situ- 
ated on the same rhumb-line, lay the quadrant of al- 
titude over the two places, and that rhumb-line 
which is the' nearest of being parallel to the quad- 
rant will be their bearing. 

Example. — ^Which way must a ship steer from 
Lizard Point to the island of Bermudas?
